vp no ſoner had the night erchan⸗ 
goed his ſable mantle, and put on his 
U mozning veffure, but Donvallo boys 
ling in the heat of his new conceiued 
RS Fo ſuſpition, hauing already plotted the da⸗ 
V8 ſtruction of Doroſa, hes pꝛoſecuted his 
determination in this wiſe. Doroſa 
went fo S 


| chole, about a farlong from the Earle Plautoes 
houſe , with one that inſtruced him diligently in the 
knowledge of tongues : thither did hes make his walks 
euerp mozning, accompanied but onely with one man 
and a Page: which the Ming bnderſfanding, calling foz 
two of his Guard, fellowes to whom he thought he might 
moſt ſafely commit the charge of this maſſacre, ZTheſs 
with faire pꝛomiſes of great pzeferment, he eaſily allured 
fo gas murther his bzother as hee trauerſt his Scholes 
walkes, ſetting befoze their epes p2zeferment oz death, 
which they might freely chaſe. Theſe compantons were 
eaſily intreated fo act this Tragedie. and hauing their 
mandatum, they pzeſently hozſed themlelues, and haſled 
foward the place, where they were noſconercome, but 
immediately they eſpyed Doroſa going from his Tu⸗ 
toꝛs, none with him but his Page, hauing ſent his man 
away about ſoms other buſinefſe. They ſ&ing Foztuns 
lent them ſuch a fauourable an aſpect, to perfozme this 


bomicide, poſted vnto him, and with all reuerence did

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their 6beyſance, and with moſt ſwet ſpeeches ſaluted him, 
then to the intent they might dꝛaw him out of the com⸗ 
mon path, after a fozged manner they certified him, That 
bis 152other the king was in god health, and very deſi⸗ 
rous to ſee him: and further, that he was hunting in the 
Foꝛreſt within two miles, and how tifit pleaſed him, they 
would attend him thither. The Paince nothing ſuſpe- 
cting this freaſon , willingly conſented to beare them com⸗ 
pany; but no ſoner were they out of the common wap, 
but oneofthein with a ſhozt glayne, foke the Page ſud⸗ 
benly and ſoundly on the head, that he cloue him downe 
to the ſhoulders. Doroſa ſeeing this murther, nothing 
daunted with feare , with a bold reſolution , Uillaine 
(quoth he) why haſt thou committed this miſchiefe vpon 
my harmeleffe Page? ſcarſe had he vttered theſe ſpeeches, 
but this curſed cut thʒoat, thusrigozoufly replyed, Pꝛoud 
Bop, it is now no fine to anſwere thy dumanud, but pꝛe⸗ 
pare thy ſelfe to beare him company to the infernall Mags, 
and making toward him to haue giuen him a fip of the 
ſainsſauce ; but the other being of a milder qualitie, and 
as if were ſtirred by ſome diuine motion, leaped ketwene 
them with his Napier dꝛawne, and vttered theſe ſpachce, 
J tell the Bernaculus, ſoꝛ ſo was this Ruffian called, ws 
may with better conſtience ſaue this Ladde, and pet ob⸗ 
taine dur deſire at the Kings hands. Ponder at the Ba⸗ 
nen is a Shippe of Panimes, euen now ina readineſle 
to ſet ſaple, to them will wee ſell Doroſa, and ſo ſhall wes 
not be guiltie o the murther, and pet receiue a double xe⸗ 
ward. To this was Bernaculus eaſily induced, rather to re/ 
teiue monꝑ foꝛ his body, then fo2 any remoꝛſe ofhis wicked 
conſcience, With this Brandillo, fozſs was the other of 
theſe two called, fake Doroſa by the hand, and bꝛiefly 
ſhewrd him how that it was the King bis Bꝛothers com⸗ 
maundement that they ſhould murther him, which not 
withſtanding , they were content to giue him life, and to 
let hin line among thoſe Pozes andPanimes, ſo that hee 
would 
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would ſolemnely pꝛomiſe them neuer fo make himſelſs 
knowns vnto any, which ifhe did, they were ſure to helpe 
fo pacific his bꝛothers finy with the lofſe of their liues. 
And pet this would not ſo appeaſe his rage, but the luris 
thereof would ſtretch it ſelfe unte the bttermoſt bonnds 
ofthe earth, in queſt of him, fo bereane his ife.Doroſa l&- 
ing it was no bote fo2z him to be froward quickly condiſ⸗ 
cended to this requeſt, ratiſping the ſame with an oath, - 
neuer to diſcouer their dealing, by this time were they 
come tothe Shippe, where pꝛoffering their chaffer. The 
Panims ſeing how goodly a Ladde theſame was, quickly 
ſtrucke hands vpon a bargaine, and gane them thirtie Duc⸗ 
kets foꝛ his value. The Panims being thus in a readi- 
neſſe, with a pleaſant gale cut their furrowes in the Dce- 
an, with ſuch expedition, that in ſhoꝛt time they were farrs 
enough from all the parts of Aragon, where we will leaue 
Doroſa with theſe Inſidels, and refurne againe to Don- 
vallo, and his complices. Theſe things diſpatched, Berna- 
culus and his companion haſted againe fo the Ring, whom 
they certified how they had lealed Doroſa g quittance of 
bis life: the King receiued no ſmall content with this 
newes, who immediately made the ſame knowne to Fal- 
lacia, ſhee on the other ſive, now thought her ſelfe ſutkiti⸗ 
ently reuenged, that fe2 one coy looke had w2vught the 
end of his life. Donvallo very liberally rewardev his mi- 
nifers of miſchiefe, pet moze with pꝛomiſes then pays 
ments, although both were great, yeaand much the grea⸗ 
fer in that hee pzetended, fo vſs them againe in thelike 
darmable actions, Soong was Doroſa miſſing at the 
Eaxle Plauroes , who being full of griefe, ſent ſearchers 
th2oughout all the Eounfrey of Aragon: the Page was 
found ſlayne, which made them haue (mall hope of his Ma⸗ 
ſters life, Theſe newes were quickly blowne vato the 
Court, which made the Ring Hew a counterfeit kinde of 
lamentation, and to make the ſame ſeme the greater, hee 


fell in rage againſt the Wr immediateip commanded 
him

him fo bee pzoclaimed Drayfo2, and that by his negli- 
gente, oz rather by his conſent his bzother Doroſa wag 
molt villainoufly, and fraiferonfly made away. And fo 
eaſe the Earle of theſe late ſozrowes, hee cauſed his hean 
to be ſmitten off from his ſhoulders. This was no (@- 
nor done, but immediately hee cauſed all his bꝛothers 
Dukedome, and the Earles poſſeſſions to bee ſeaſed into 
his owne hands. And now hauing rid himſelie of the one 
Bꝛother, he thought every minute a day, and euerp day a 
vere, vntill hee had ſealed his younger Bꝛother a paſpozt 
fobeare ths other company : but the Marqueſſe of Rine 
ſeing what befell vnts the Earle, by the loſſe of Doroſa, 
kept him ſo ſtraightly in the Calle, as hee ſuffered him not 
to paſſe any further then into the Garden adioyning vnte 
bis Chamber, and then alwaies attended on by tenne tall 
fellowes at the leaſt : which Donvallo vnderſtanding 
and perceiuing he couly not compaſſe his intent as hee did 
the other , intended fo play faft and looſe after another 
manner. And reſting in this determination: hee played 
the ſubtill Kaynard , as you ſhall pzeſently heare: Ons 
dap calling a Purſeuant, hee ſent in all haſte foz tho 
Marqueſſe of Rino, who being come, the King fayning 
bimſelfe very ſozrowfull foz the loſſe of Doroſa, bꝛieſlp de- 
clared vnto the Marqueſſe in that hee had miſcaried with 
the Earle, h& meant to haue Pleudippo into his owne 
hands: therefc2e (quoth he) diſpatch, and with all expe⸗ 
dition let him bee bꝛought, fo2 the feare which J haue of 
him, cauſeth me that J ſhall neuer reſt in quiet, vntill J 
haue him ſafe in mine owne cuſtodie. The Marqueſle 
was not much diſpleaſed with this commaund , by reaſon 
of thedanger,. which he knew was alwayes permanent 
auer his head, if any intended treaſon ſhould bee by any 
meanes effected, as the apparent example of the Earle 
manifeſtly declared. And although both his allegeance fs 
the deccaſed King , and his lene toward the poung Pleu. 
dippo, made him loath to commit this tender lambe to 
| the 
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the Uoolfe fez bis ſafeguard , as he feared the ſequel! 
would erpzefſe: yet not withſt anding all this, witheut de- 
lay he perfo2med his pꝛecept, ans ſent Pleudippo fo the 
Court, whom the King, as ene whom naturall wit had 
taught a pollilique kinde of diſſimulation, hiding fire in 
the aſhes, with all caurteſie entertained, cauſing him al- 
waies to dine and ſup at his owns Table, and very ſel⸗ 
dome, oꝛ neuer to depart out of his pꝛeſence. This pꝛo⸗ 
curcd no ſmall iop in the hearts of all the Nobles, and 
eſpecially in the Parqueſſe of Rino, who now began to 
condemne his peruerle opinion, and fo blame himſelfe in 
that he had ſuffered any ſuch conſeite to enter into his de- 
ceiued head. Thus continued the padde hidden in the 
ſtram, fo2 the ſpace of halſea pre. But no Donvallo 
bopling agapne in the heate of his malicious madneſſe, 
thought he lent Pleudippo ouer long a life: therefoze 
ſending foz his fozmer Kill cowes, charged them, that the 
next day they ſhould make away Pleudippo. And the bet- 
fer to ac this irreligious Tragedie, by ono meanes oz os 
ther, fo ſeduce him out of the Palace , and how they 
ſhould be highly eft@med, and rewarded foz their papnes, 
and foz their faifhfull ſeruice, he would grace them with 
the renowned D2der of Knighthvd: and when his ſiſter 
Flermia came of age, he would frankly beſtow her vpon 
one of them to wife: theſe faire woꝛds ffirred vp willing 
mindes in theſe graceleſſe Champions, who eſtemed no 
heauen but wealth, and reckoned euerp great gift foz 
ſome petty God, ſuch a whetſtone fo courage, was the 
pꝛomiſe of pꝛeferment, to theſe baſe companions : new 
the next day being come, they attended with all diligence, 
to finde Pleudippo at aduantage. During the fozenone 
they found none; but after dinner ſo it fell out, as they eſpi⸗ 
ed Pleudippo alone in one of the gardens , belonging vnto 
the Palace; where appꝛoathing toward him, with enti⸗ 
ting ſperches, they allured him further abꝛoad, pet not ſo 


cloſely, but by chance , a cerfaine Knight being in an Ar⸗ 
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beur, both heard and ſaw them: : yet nothing ſuſpected 
their wicked d2ift and freacherie, they once hauing him 
æbꝛoade, dꝛew him toward the Dea ſide, thinking to make 
ſale of him, as they did of the other: but comming fo the 
Hauen, they found no Ship in readineſſe, but they pereets 
ned one, belonging to the Seldane of Nequea, under 
ſayle, not farre ſrom the ſhoare, which they ſeeing, got in⸗ 
to a tertẽine Boate, and like tall Mari iners made after 
them: but {itch was the ſwiftneſſe of the Barke, and 
the vagkilfulncſſe of theſe new Saylers, that the further 
they rowed, th moze they were behinde. They ſa ing 
themſelues ix this, fruſtrate of their hope, purpoſed to 
baue caſt Pleudippo sutt- bod, fo bee dzenches in the 
waues. Tlhiles they were pet in this determination, be- 
bois, there came a little Skiffe floating in the waues, 
which they ſering, and haning haled the fame unte them, 
altre their determination, and as they had made merchan⸗ 
diſe of the one to the Pozes, ſo they committed the other 
to the Seas violence; and hauing alſo taken his oath, that 
ik Foztune ſhould permit his ſafetie, not to bew2ap him- 
ſelfe, they ſet him in the Skiffe , without either Sayle oz 
Dare, oꝛ any ſuccour to ſuſtaine hi:nſelfe, where we will 
Ikewiſeleane him fo the mercy of Eolus, and the ſea gods, 
aud returne with Bernaculus and Brandillo, to ſe how 
Donvallo exalts them fo2 the execution of his fp2annie: no 
ſwner were they come a tHoare, but pzeſently thep wers 
attached vpan ſuſpition of murther, and by the Parqueſſe 
ol Kine committed to ſafe cuſtodie, ſoz that Pleudippo 
was already wanting in the Curt, and the Knight which 
ſaw them leade him away, had already made knowne the 
ſame. The king with a diſſembling countenance of diſcon- 
tentment, vſed many counterfeit kinds of ſoꝛrolos, pet all 
this while being ignoꝛzant that his meſſengers were aps 
pꝛehended, which being once repoꝛted vnto him, as one 
nipt onthe head with feare, was dainen into a great per- 
plexitie ſoz a time: but he whoſe wits neuer fayled m— 
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like ſtratagem, not long reſting in this Dilemma, yet 
continuing in his diCembled di:content , he ſent fo2 one of 
them by ſan»zy of his Court, who being come into his 
pꝛeſence, the Barqueſſe of Nino being pꝛeſent, immedi- 
afelp laydaccaſation againſt him, that he was culpabiz in 
murthering, oz billainoufly making away of the poung 
and Nobls Pleudippo, and this the night which diſcloſed 
the ſame, offered to make him confeffe by combats, ſo 
pleaſed it the Bing they might be admitted the ſame, But 
the Ring hauing alreadp plotted his deuiſe, fearing to 
commit his affapꝛes to any ſuch equalitie of Juſtice, dꝛew 
ont eaſily from vnder his gowne a ſhozt Banger, where⸗ 
with he ſo well rewarded him fo2 his ſeruice, as he covla 
neuer after thew himſelſe diſcontent, cleauing his head 
in ſuch ſozt, as his bzaynes daſhed againſt thepaueinent ;. 
this fatall blow being deliusred, he vttered theſe ſpercher, 
I will be combitant with all ſuch villapnes as ſhall per⸗ 
koꝛme any ſuch tre achery within any of my Dominiens, 
This done, hecomimaunded his cozps tobe voyded from 
his pꝛeſence. And cauſing the other to be bꝛought be⸗ 
fozehim, wyo nothing knowinghow his fellow was r e- 
warded', he ſent likewiſe fo beazehim comprny to the in⸗ 
fernall Ghoſts, This paged, the King fell againe to his 
lamentations: but behold, in the night when he was at 
reſt, there appeared vnto him in a dreame his bother Do. 
roſa, hauing in his hand a Swo2d, and on his head a rich 
Crowne: and bending his bꝛowes, as theugh anger had 
there plowed ths furrowes of his w2ath, he vtfered theſe 
ſpeches. Dh Donvallo, are thy ſclemne pꝛoteſtations 
thou madeſt to thy deceaſed Father ſo2ted to this effect: 
know, moſt ty2zannous Ring, thou that viper-like eateſt vp 
. theglozy of thine owne kindzed, heoping ſinne vpon ſinne 
- by thy murtherous infents., thou moꝛe cruell then Nero, 
mozefpzannous then Pnalaris, moze vnnaturall then Al- 
thea, and leſſe pitifuli then Agave, well map J thinke 


the neuer to be the Sonne ok that late renowned Fragoſa, 
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but Duris genuit cautibus horrens, Caucaſus Hircanæqʒ 
admorunt vbera tigres: But thinke Donvallo, though thy 
deafe reſolution will not (fill fo late) belenethy miſfo2- 
tune, that the very heauens haue conſpired thy confuftion, 
andthe time ſhall come when no ranſome ſhall redeme 
thy like, but tho ſame hand which murthered other, ſhall 
be furned againſt thy ſelfe : theſe ſpeeches finiſhed , her 
ſvddenly vaniched away, leaning Donyallo terribly terri⸗ 
fied with the accuſation of his owne conſcience; where 
we will likewiſe leaue him fo2 a while, foz by this time is 


Pleudippo dead foz hunger, ſtarued foz colve, oz arriued 
on ſhoare.

) l dayes, at length the pouth feeling his 

- E GBoate fficke faſt in the woſe , wadev 
(wztht to the arme land „and being very f&ble foz want of 
fode, and ſtiffe, thzough the extreameneſſe of the cold, 
ſetting himſelfe vnder a Tro, looking vp foward hea⸗ 
uen , opening the fluces of his eyes, and bedewing his 
cheekes with pearly teares , he bzeathed out theſe come 
piainfs: Dye Pleudippo, Pleupippo dys: yea, thou 
haſt no other cauſe , but ts wiſh foz molt ſwift and 
ſpedte death; thou art by diſcent the Sonne ofa Ring, but 
now no better then the baſeſt begger: the one thou had⸗ 
deſt by birth, the other is aſligned by deſtinie, thou art in 
an vnknowne land, without fove , and vtterly kaun of 
nds, 
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kriendes. Ah Pleudippo, thy miſfoztunes ars indꝛs then 
thyyoares: the flowers ofthy youth are nipt thzougy 
the ſroſt of enuie, and all t hoped fa2 fruit mult periſh 
in the bud: thy good friend the Þ arqueſſe,carefally kept 
thee. and as one d2oaming of thy ſuture m ifery, watched 
thee moze warily then the waking Dꝛagons did the Ye- 
ſpecioncitrons, ſerking to pꝛeuent the canſe, butthyvn- 
naturall bꝛother Donvallo,wozking the effect, hath de⸗ 
liuered the to the vneuitable e thiclty iawes of vntime- 
ly death. Ab Pleudippo, is this thehope thon haddeſt of 
ſo great courteſie, and ſo ſoons changed into extreame 
cruslty: Ob my deare bother Doroſa, well doe J ſ@ 
th at we haue both dzunke ol ons cup, but may J eſcaps 
tomaas eſtate, J wil not let to ſaak tha. euen in the moſt 
ſecret and fartheſt bounds of all the earth, euen among 
tho Turkes, Pozes and Barbarians, fjo2 vnto ſomo of 
them art thou ſolde as a pzee,evther to be aflane tothoſe 
aues,o2 elſe a ſacrifice to their abhominable and faiſe 
Gods: And againecomfozting himſelſe, he vttered theſs 
ſpaches : yet Pleudippo, fincethou art eſcapevhis fury, 
gius a Comma ts thy ſozrows, hops that after a harde 
Winter will come a moſt pleaſant @pzing, and when 
the dayes ol the erfreame woes are pat, thou thalf re- 
greet thechearefull Apzill of tby Sommer toyes, chesre 
vp thy ſelfe, and fo thy trauels, ſecks out ſome houſs 92 
habitation, Olim hæc meminiſſe iuuabit, as foztunehath 
ſcourged th&e with Nettles, ſo mat thee ſalue tha with 
Roſes, all things haue a time, and the longoſf Winter 
haus an end. As Pleudippo was thus in the depth of 
his meditations, an old ſeruant belonging ts Dorclio th 
king of Bꝛitaine, paſſed by that way, who ſeinga Lav 
fit therein an vnfcequonted place, with ſuch ſozrowfull 
countenance, painting out his diſtreſſe with the aboun⸗ 
dance ol his teares, comming toward him, finding him 
to bis ſo goodly a Nouth, ha was already parfaker of his 
miſery, ans the good a was moned with _ 
paſſion 
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paſſion, Pteudipps ſetnghim tome, as one betwen fear 
and hope, with the teares ſtanding in his eyes, roſe vp 
and ſaluted him with: ſuch a courtecns kinde of behaui · 
dux, as mousd no littie pitty in this old attendant, who 
ſtræight ſuppolet b his outwatdbehautour, the Chide 
ſhonld be ofſeme wozthy parentage: but when they 
ſpake, well might they make ſignes, buf neyther of them 
dnderſtoode the other. Then Pleudippo plucking vp his 
fpirit of boldneſſe, toske tun dy the hand, and ſhewedtim 
the Boat, detiphering by ſigues he w he was dzinen thi⸗ 
ther of the waters, which Fidus (foꝛꝝ ſo was this old fel⸗ 
bw named) ſceing, pꝛeſently imagined that he muſtnads 
be appꝛelled with hungers extremity, toke the L ad, and 
ſet him vpon his hoꝛſe, and redehiaiſcice behind to ſtay 
him, becauſe he was very ſtiffe and fable. Thus poſted 
they towards the next towne, and hauing taken vp theyz 
Inne, olde Fidus called fo2 ſuch Catrs es ibe place could 
affoo2d. Pleudippohereat was ſomewhat cheared, who 
led with ſuch an hungry appetite, as it ſæ med vnto him a 
moſt rich and coftly banquet, tuer ſheu ing ſignes of 
grateſulneſle to the old Fidus. Thus ſtayed they ſeme 
two dapes, rofreſhing themielues in their common Inn. 
At length Fidus ſeeing Pleudippo retoutr his ſtrength, 
pꝛepared himſelſe foʒ theyꝛ icurnep, calling on their Po⸗ 
ſteſſe to know the reckoning, that they might ſatiſſie 

and depart. During the time ol their abode there, the 
Hoſteſſe (whe had now neuer a ſenne leſt of her owne) 
had taken ſuch a ſpetiall liking o Pleudippo, as the deft- 
red no other paiment foꝛ their pꝛauant, then the lad whom 
the pꝛomiſed to laue and nautiſh, during her life in ſtead 
efyer owns enely Donne, which lately befoze was by 
Death arrefted. But cld Fidus who thought thoKings 
Court a moꝛe fitter place fo2 ſo ſwæt a youth,then a bar⸗ 
barens and common Inne, would by no means conſcute 
which the Yofteſſe ſ&ing, frtchedſozth a cloake; and a 
nzetty Kapier, Whithlafelybelcuged to her — 
2 donne, 
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Sonne, and gaue them to Pleudippo,in that he ſaw he 

Was hut ſlenderlp armed againſt the cold. Theſe thinges 
being dons, old Fidus and Pleu dippo hetake themſelues 
to theyꝛ iourneꝑ toward the City of Troꝑnouant, where 
the king then kept his Court. ow duriug the time of 
their absde, in the koꝛeſaid Towne, there remayned 

there a certains knight, belonging to the Dake 8f Saule, 
this knight was very deſirous ts haue had Pleudippo foz 

his Page, which becauſe Fidus would nof grant, ſo ſone 
as top were gone out ol the towdne, hee commaunded 

thx of his msa to follow after, and take him from him 
by foꝛce. Thus galloped thep after them amaine, ans be- 
foꝛe they had paſſed ſull to miles, they had mel · nigh 
ouextoe them: then one ol them calling vnts Fidus with 
a loud voyce, Diicourteous- villaine(quoth he) better had 
it bens fo2 the to haus graunted ar M aiſters requeſt, 
foz now ta late ſh alt thou repent thy deniall, and that 
which thou refuſed to gius by courteſie, thou ſhalt not 
oacly be compelled to peld by conſtraint, but alſo loſe 
thine olone life fo2 thy folly. Fidus although het were 
ſomething withered with peares, vet being bould and 
hardie, alighted {ram his hozſe , and dꝛew his weapon, 

by this tima wers the other th2wall of their hozſes ma- 
king toward hin, with nakedſwo2ds bꝛandiſhing in their 
hands. bleudippo (ing his friend in ſuch diſtreſſe (cet 
ignoꝛant ofthe canſe, in that hee did not vaderſtand their 
ſpecch) leages off his hoſe, and dzew his Kapier, think⸗ 
ing either to yeeld ſpeedy ſutcour vnto his friend, oz elſe 
to leaue his life, as a trophis olhis intent ( which he being 
not aboue eleauenyeares of age, did little eſteeme, in that 
foztunshad beene to him ſo contratie.) In this determi⸗ 
nation, he dꝛoue at one of them with all his might whith 
the other ſeeing, ſuppoſed to haue beat h his thꝛuſt, buf 
it was ſo deſperately ſet, as he failed thereof, and Pleu- 
dippo pierted him quite though the body, in ſuch ſozt, as 
he p2olently tell dead to 5 earth, Oldt Fidus * 
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vnlookedfo2 ſuccdz, tenuing his courage, he fefcht about 
ſuch a ſwath blow, as he had made the crown of another 
of them like a new ſhauen Fryer, but that by chaunce the 
ſtroke lighted ſome what lower, and in ſtead of his hayze, 
he cut off ſo much ol his head, as the very bzains fel about 
his ſhoulders, The other ſeing this, thought it he tarried 
any longer, they i ouls cancell his crown like a new diſ⸗ 
charged obligation, thus timor a ddidit slos, being plu- 
med with the feathers of feare, 9 turned his backe t led 
wearing to himſeite, that it one payzo of legs were not 
woꝛth two payze of hands, he were liks to go ſhozthome. 
Fidus ſeing the coaſt thus cleare, tooke the two hoꝛſes of 
them that were flaine, and let Pleudippo bpon one of 
them, and himſelfe vpon another (leaning his owne in 
that he was ſoze wearied with trauell) and with all ſp&y 
galloped aw, making ſuch hat, that within thꝛe dayes 
they were ſafely arriued at Troynouant, where the king 
then lay: who walking with fomdzy or his Nobles bpon 
one ot his galleries, he eſpied old Fidus, whom befozs hee 
had ſeut about ſome ſpeciall buſineſſe into the weft parte 
ol his Realme. And ſering fo goodly a youth with him, 
commanded him pzeſently fs comebefozehim:Fidus be- 
ing come befoze his Bighneſfe, and haui ug acco2ding to 
the cuſtome ol the Country vpon his kn done his obey- 
ſance, the King fozthwith fell tequeſtioning where hs 
had that beautifull and well adozned Pouth, in mine 
eye (quoth he)the onely patterne.of Natures perfections; 
his very looks detiphering him to haue the true Charac- 
ters of magnantmity ſtamped in his bꝛeaſt, whereat olds 
Fidus xetsunted vnts him in particular from point 
point, where he ſound him. in what manner, and al other 
arcidents, which befellhimin his trauell, not fozgetting 
with what courage he alliſted him in that perillous com⸗ 
bats, andenery way teputing him dz the moſt courteous 
hardy, beautiful. and beſt accompliſhed A adde that ener 
eyecheheld. The king taking great delight 31. — 
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theſe dilcsurtes, commannding Fidus to bzing him to his 
perſon: no ſooner was Pleudippo come into the kinges 
p2eſence, but he humbled himlelfe with ſuch a Courtiy 
grace, as much adinired the king and all his Nobles, to 
ſ@ ſuch P2tincely bahauieur in ſo young a youth, enerie 
ons iudging him to be ot high deſcent. Pleudippo views 
ing the ſtately buildings, coſtip galleries, and gallant 
troupe of Nobles, calling to mind the deceaſe at his roy- 
all Father, the eſtate from whence he was faln, the mag- 
nificence ot that Court, and the cruelty of his b2other: 
theſo dꝛaue him into ſuch a dumpe, as the feares began 
a fcoſh to tall from his chꝛiſtall eyes, which p2ocured ſuch 
pittp in the kings heart, as he ro(e vp from his ſeate, and 
embꝛaced him tenderly in his armes, and calling foz the 
Tutoꝛs ol his one ſonne, the Pzince Andronico, who 
was agoodly youth, aud much of the yeares of Pleudip- 
po,commannding them that they ſhould haus equal cars 
oner him, as ouer his owne,and that he ſhould bo diligẽt - 
le inſtructed in their language: foz{quoth he) his very 
1oke appꝛoneth great woꝛthines in him in time to come. 
But hers will we leaue Pleudippo with his Gonernozs 


to diſcourſe ol Doroſa and his foztunes, 


Um 
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How Doreſa ſayling on the ſea, was taken priſoner by 
the Hungatians among the Mores, & what followed. 
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2 they fel into the lapſe of 2.thips pertai 

ning to the king of Piigaris, betwixt 

Awbom began à moſt dangerous and 
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garians boꝛded the P0285, and in deſpight of their refi» 
tante, entred the Shippe, onfoꝛcing them to peeld. And 
haning impꝛiſoned all thoſe adozers of Mahower , af 
length they found Doroſa, who lay falt bound in one of 
the Tabines,fo2 feare he ſhould haue any way offered pio⸗ 
lencevato himſelfo. The Yungarians hauing loſed his 
fetters, dzmanded from whence he was: Doroſa, loath 
to bꝛeake pꝛomiſe with his bꝛothers meſſengers replied, 
he wasa Gentlemans Sonne of Gallicia, ſent vnto Aras 
gon by his friends, and his conductours robbing him ef all 
his treaſure, after made ſals of his body to thoſe barba⸗ 
rous Inſidels. The CTaptaine pittping bis eſtate, and 
ſeeing in his face ſuffictent tokens of enſuing honour, pꝛo- 
miſed him that when he came in Hungaria, h& would (a 
farther his cauſe, that hee ſhould become Page to ſome 
Nobleman about the Court. Doroſa thanked him with 
ſuch a courtesus and Tourtly behauiour, as it made the 
moſt barbarous in all the ſhip to attribute great commen- 
dations to this vaknowneLad. Thus hauing hoiſt their 

ſailes with a merry gale , theꝝ cut their furrowes in the 
Ocean, haping their courſe foꝛ Hungaria, where (the 
winde being fauaurable) within ſhozt timo they ariued, 
where they committed all thoſe curſed miſcreants vnto 
moſt fearefull and darkſome dungeons, where we will al- 
ſo leaue them. rayling and exclaiming againſt their falſe 
Gods, in that they appertaine nothing to cur Hiſtoꝛicall 
diſcourſe. Theſe things diſpatched, the Captaine with 
the Maiſters, and diuers of the chiefe of the companie, 
walked vp into the Zowne, and with them was the vn⸗ 
knowneDorola : as they were thus trauexũng vp and 
dow ne foz their delight, to recreate themſelues after their 
bone voyage, by chaunce there met them the Tounty of 
Tarraine. This Captaine was well reſpected of the 
Countp,in that he had bene ſometime ans ot᷑ the Gentle⸗ 
men of his Fathers houſe ; The Coumty therefoze ta- 
ling him by the hand, gaus him a moſt courteous wel- 
tome, 
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come, and after enquixed ofthe ſuccefſe of all his Sea ad- 
veatures,the which the Caplai nie diſccucred at latge, lea⸗ 
uing ns point of their foꝛtunes varecounted, Thus being 
tatneſt in their chat, at laſt the County caſting his eyo 
aſide, eſpied Doroſa, and fixing his eye vpon him, which 
Doroſa nating, kgwev himſeife toward the ground with 
ſuch a ſeemely grace, as made him take a further view of 
his favour and pꝛopoꝛtion, which finding to be ſo exqui- 
life, and well accompliſhed, hæ demaunded of the Cap- 
taine, who and from whencehe was: vpon this demaund, 
the Captaine btefly declared vnto him,how and in what 
manner he found him among the Pagans,aud how he afs 
ſirmed himſella to be a Gentleman of Gallicia, ſold vato 
them by the frauduſentocaling of his conductours. Truly 
(quoth the Toun'y) well may he be of ſome hononrable 
parentage, and his very lokes appꝛoue him of ſomehigh 
dilcenf,fo2 his vers facets a map of magnanimit᷑ie, and in 
his bꝛowes are ten ped the Characters of fufurehonszs; 
and it ſeeineth his bainging vp hath bene anſwerable fo 
the excellent conſtitution of his body, he is ofſogallant a 
bilpofition and behautour. And would yon (quoth he) be⸗ 
ſtow him on me foza gilt, J would vſe him well, and be 
al mates readie to requite your kindneſſe, as occaſton ſhall 
ſerue. Right honourabls Lozd (quoth the Captaine) I 
am very glad, not onely that J haue any thing whers- 
with togratifieysur wozthines, but alis that A map p2e- 
terre him to lo gracious a L od and Maiſter, hoping that 
by pour meanes, in time to ceme, he ſhall little regard his 
fozmer ſuſt ained inturie ; therstoꝛe my Loꝛd, take him at 
your pleaſure and cammaund. The County haning ren⸗ 
dꝛed him moſt harty thanks, called Doroſa, and demaun - 
bed if he were content to attend vpon him as his Page. 
Doroſa ſeming no way diſcontent, anfwered; he was at 
bis pleaſare, at all times willing and reædie to the vłter⸗ 
maſt of his {mall abilitie. Now from this dat fozward. 
did Doroſa ſexue the County continuing with him "me 
B- 
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be tome to tho age of eight and twenty yeares, greatly e- 

ſteemed ol the County fo his vertue and honeſty, belo- 

ued of his Lady foz his exquiſite beauty, and generallã af 

feced of all the Gentlemen eſernants belonging tothe 

houſe fo2 his courteous and kind conuerſafion amongſt 

them, but eſpecially ofhis Lady, who would willingle 
haue ptelded him large thongs of her chaſtity, and made 
him toꝛriuall with his Lo2d in loue: buthe was te vong 
to ſolicite ſuch a ſute, and fears withheld her from has 
zarding her credit in the hands of ſuch a yongling, ſcarcs 
able to cenceyue o the heate of affection, Thus continues 
he I ſay, (oz the ſpace offoure yeares, without acting any 
great matter wozthy the rocirall: which becanſe his 
deꝛdes ars ſo many, as might repleniſh large volumes, 
to ausyde both mine ownetoyle, and leaſt Jſhouldbe 
rather tedious to the Reader, then deli ta the hea- 
rer, I omit. Now at that time there was in a Foꝛreſt 
adioyning to the Counties Pallace, a wonderfull wilds 
_ Boare, this Boare had continued there ſo2the ſpate of 
thirty veares, ſo fierce and terrible, as the very hardieſt 
in all the Country durſt not any way abide him, by rea- 
ſon whers ot he did ſo many and great miſchiefes in the 
kingdom, by ſpoyling the Uineyards, turning vp their 
fields,yea and deuouring both man aud beaſf,oz whatſo- 
evercameinany of bis walkes: This Boare hauing all 
his baiffles moze ſtiffe then the ſtrongeſt bodkin,x moze 
-ſharpe thon the fineſt nedle: ſs that with them hee was 
able ts ftrike thzough the moſt ſeundeft complete harn es 

and with his tuſkes to teare aſunder all wild beats what 
ſoeuer: mozs fearefull mas this Boare then that ofCal- 
livon, flains by the wozthy Meleage:, aus far ſurpaſſing 
that of Delphos, Kaine by the famous Palmendes,

== = fleſh, bloud e bone into his rauenous 
panch, his fearefall Pages ſaued himſslfs by flight, who 
rutſning trembling to the Counties,veclaring the ſavde 
milfoztune of his maſſacred Yaltor,e the terrible firan- 
ny of that infernall monffer. The County hearing this, 
vering himſelle at his deffraction, beingincenf with an; 
ger, t euery veine filled with choller and diſcontent, deter⸗ 
mined without delay fo giueths Boare a'chaſe: therfoze 
ſending loz diners knights e gentlemen his neighbours, 
he declared his infent:foz (quoth ho) ſo great is his miſ- 
chiefe, as it is not any wales vnknown vnto moſt ol au 
that ik he contiune long, we ſh al all bs eadamaged by this 
earthly fary,o2 diuell incarnate, inchanted hereby lome 
hellich ſozcery, foz ſome damnable intent: theſe ſpeeches 
ended, he comme dded al his men ts Arms. The knights 
and Gentlemen all agreed to ths Counties determinati⸗ 
on, rather foz fears oł his diſpleaſure, then foz any deſirs 
they had to incounter with this moſt mbofrous monſter. 
Thus all things being in a rsadineſſe, they enfred info 
the Foꝛreſt all armed, fs the number of thze hundzed, 
among whom was Doroſa,whs rode on a very god tour 
ſer, with a mighty Janolin in ＋ hand, which GE 
men 
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tlemen pzeſent, indged farre vn ũt ſeꝛ ſo young Youth. 
Thus ranging about the Fozreſc, to reuſe this vgly 
Monſter, ſeking a long time, and not finding him: at 
length they diſperſed themſelues ſome one war, & ſome 
- another, ſeacching ebout the thickeſt of the Fo2reft:; 
Now, by chaunce,as thoy were thus ſcattered ab2oad, 
the County was quite caſt eff from all his company,and 
(xking fo ouerfake them, by enill hap lighted right into 
the place where the Woare in a my marvle,lay tum- 
bling himſeife iu the mire. The County was cloſe vpon- 
him befoze he:law him, and the be aſt eſpping her enemy 
ſo nigh him, rouzing himſelle, and ſetting vp his ſharpe 
bꝛiſtles, the ſtrong armour ol his delence, whetting his 
mighty tuſkes, his eyes ſparkling fire, and loaming at 
bis mouth fo2 madneſſe, made toward him with all his 
fozce, which ths County ſaing, winded his bo2ne, & ſes⸗ 
ing the Boar eager to fight,he roughly encountred him 
with his Launte, but ſo hard was his harneſs hide, that 
the ſpeare flew in peces, and the Boare entiing vpon 
him, ſtrucke his hozſe with his huge tuſkes, in ſuch (02f 
under his ribs, as he fel down dead under his Maiſter, 
lying ſo vpon one of his legges, as he could by no meanes 
get fezth. Now thecompany was farre off, and by rea⸗ 
ſon ofthe thickneſle ofthe Forzeſt, they could not come 
ſpœdily enough fo ſuccour him. Doroſa bing nigh at 
hand,lik«wile loſt among the vnknowne ſhzubs, t hea- 
ring the hoꝛne, came ruſhing right to the place euen as 
the County was caſt downe, the Boare being ready 
fo haus fozne himinpeces. Doroſa ing this ſauage 
Diuell in ſuch wiſe to tyꝛannize ouer his Lo2d,with a de⸗ 
ſperats reſolution gaue him the encounter, his Spears 
flew in perces ints the apꝛe: yet the fame glancing vpon 
his b2azen ide, the Jauelin ond entred into his flanke - 
where the ſkinne was ſomewhat moze thinne, almoſt 
halfe a fwte, the end bzeaking off, left it ſells behindein 
the fleſh. The Boare fling himſelle wonnded,left the 
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Counfy and made tebo ard Doroſa, whetting his tuſkes 
in ſuch monſtrous manner, as it he had beane able te hang 
fo2ns vp tres by the rote. This made Doroſa quickly 
leaps from off his hozſe, and hauing vzawne forth his 
ſwo2d,ſetting both his hands fo the ſame, deliuered ſach 
a ſtcoke, as his thought to haus clouen his head in paces: 
but the ſame was ſo flinfky hard, that his ſwoꝛs lighting 
thereon, flewinthz& paces : the Boare ſtill following 
faſt vpon him, which Doroſa ſoing, t finding his weap5s 
to deceyue him, with a couragious valeur caſt the hiltes 
ofhis ſwoz0 at the Boares head, which dight ed ſs righf 
vpon the griſtles of his noſe, that the Boare gaue a mon⸗ 
frouscty, which Doroſa ſeing, being quicke andlinely 
and neuer moꝛe quicks then in this extremity, with a 
pouthfull leape got to the County, and hauing recouered 
his ſwoꝛd, met the fell monſter, who gaping, came to⸗ 
ward him, as if hs would haue eatombed him whole in 
his rauensus panch: which Doroſa (&ing, taking opoꝛ- 
funity by the fozehead, thʒuſt his ſwoꝛd ints his mouth, 
followed the ſains with ſuch puiſſance, as he ſheathed it 
in his body, almoſt vp to the hilts: this fozced the boars 
to giue backe, which Doreſa perteyuing, thought ho had 
ſped him, and adding a little durther ſtrength, pierced him 
him quite thzough the heart, ſo that with a pelling erx ha 
fellto the earth, neuer able ts rec ouer again his ſtandiug, 
but weltring in his 3wne blond, immediately gaus his 
laſt gaſpe, by this time had the County w2ought himſelf 
from vnder his hoꝛſe, and comming to Doroſa, E etubꝛa · 
cing him in his Armes vttered theſe ſpeches. 

Oh molt foztunafe, and thꝛice happy Doroſa; blefed 
was the comming to this farre and ſcrange Tountrey 
to liue: and right foztunate was J in the houre when I 
firſt ſaw thee: and aboue all men, am J bound to gius 
thaakes to the al:nigyty, fo2 conducting thee hither in my 
ſo great erfremite, not onely reſcuing my life from the 
iawes of this Poaſer, but —_ the Country from + 

2 peril- 
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perillous an enemie: how well hath thy face deciphered 
thy valiancy, and the haughtineKe of thy countenance,the 
vnmatchable ſplendour of thy concealed valcur, as hee 


was thus in the depth of his pꝛayſe, came in all the other- 


Knights and Gentlemen, who ſ«ing the Boare flaine, 
were not alittle iopfull, wondzing at the hugeneſſe ok 
this Ponſter, vet moze admiring the cenragieuſneſſe of 
them that had ſlaine him. But when the Ccunty decla⸗ 
red vnto them the valiancy of Doroſa, how he himſelfe 
was onerthzowne, and his Page ths onely vanquicher, 
they altogether embzaced him, ener ons cxtelling his 
courage and magnanimity euen vnto the tloudes. But to 
be'fho2t,they2 pꝛaiſes and gratulations being ended, hey 
cut of the Boares head, and ſent it by Beflengers vnts 
the Ring: which when he, with the Nobles of his Court 
beheld, they all ſuppoſed, that neusr eys ſuruayed ſo hugs 
a dofo2mey Creature: And all of them applauding 
the confufion ofthis Ponſter, the King demanded how 
they wzought the confaſion ofthat earthly furie, ſent hi⸗ 
then qusth bee) by ſome enchaunting exoꝛtiſmes, fea the 
ruine of eur whals Country and common wealth, which 
when the meſſenger had declared, with all the manner 
and circumſtancs ofthe ſame, together with the beauty 


and extellent behantour of the Peuth, they were all. 


b:ought ints a labs2inth of admiration at the frangenes 


ef the diſcourſs. The Bing hauing rewatded the Pel⸗ 


ſenger koꝛ his pains, and ſent great thanks to the County 
fo2 hazarding himſclfe ag ainſt ſuch an vnrulp beaft, ha 
foke chaine ofrich and soſtly pꝛice, and commanunded. 


the mellenger to doliuer it to Doroſs, and wiſh him from 


me (quoth he) to perſeucr in his begun vertnes.

Hew the Great Turke eraueth the be autifull Albina to 
wife, and being denied, inuadeth Hungarie, and how 

Doroſa amongſt others came againſt him, and what 
ſtrange accidents hapned in that battell. 


he mefſenger being gone, the King 
IJ N declared befeze the Quene, his Sonne 
N ta: | Feraro,t his daughter, the fayze Pꝛin- 
EY LPN ceffs Albina,all the diſcourſe of that pong 
7 'J Doroſa, and efeuery part ecircumſtance 
| s von haue heard befoze: theſe commens- 
dations kindled ſuch a fire in ths hoart of this beautifnil 
Pꝛinceſſe, as could neuer be vtterly extinguiſhed, as you 
Hall hears hereaffer. And Feraro fullie determined in 
bimCelfe, if euer occaſion ſerued foz him, to lake firange 
aduentures, ts make this vnknowne youth Companion 
with him in his trauels. But here wis mult leaue them 
a while to their ſeuerall opinions, and follow our huntſ- 
men, whom we left in tho Fozreſf. s ſoon as they had 
ſent away the Boares head, two ofthe chiefe R nightes 
toke Doroſa, and canſed him fo ride triumphant like bes 
twiene them to the Counties Pallace, - where all they 
were mol} honourably feaſfed, euory one renewning 
Doroſa by all the meanes they could, allowing him at 
that time the next rom to his Lo2d, as ths efficient cauſe 
of all their erirao2dinary reioycing,euer extolling his ba- 
lour fo the higheft degree. : 
Thus haning ſeaſted thoinſelues fo2 ſome two 02 ths 
ayes, aud carouſed their bowles of wine with an vpſey 
freize, the feaff bꝛake vp, and they allfooke their leaue e 
departed: from this time foꝛ ward, Doroſa whely gaue 


is mindf#tfofls Yikes, ride great Yozſes, fo plant 
" — E 3 8 battailes 
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baffailes,ad all oh er ſuch like feates of famous chiual⸗ 
rie. But as g ou H2ard beſoze, the Count eſſe being toucht 
with the loue of Docoſa, theſeſſpoches of sxcellency, and 
pꝛapſes of his valo;,thzough the heat of affegion bꝛought 
her whole into a flame, which although Ge did not whos 
ly bow2ay, vet did ches caſt fozth ſueh, and ſo many allu⸗ 
ring ſpeches, lurther then modeſty would permit, as 
Doroſa well percepued,yet diſſembled the ſame. And re- 
membzing ho w his bzother was ledde in the maſkes of 
errour, purpoſed in his heart neuer to commit any ſuch 
offence. Thus continued he with the County fo2 the ſpacs 
of two yeares moꝛe, his L adp all this while neuer ceaIng 
from her tmmodeft inticements. Doroſa ſeing her dellrs 
dayly to augment, and her impudencꝝ to waxe bepond al 
meane, be fully purpoſed to trauaile ſtrange Countries, 
onely with that chafte loſeph, he might be fre from her 
alliduall temptations: but being not vet reſolued which 
way fo bend his courſe, his intent was altred, as you ſhal 
pzeſently heare. 

Dne euening, dinersKnights and Genflemen being 
af ſupper at the Counties, they ſell in falke of Albina the 
kings daughter, one repozting her foz the moſt beaufifull 
Lady in all Europe, another pꝛoteſting the whole circuit 
ofthe earth veelded not her equall, another affirming, that 
if Hellen of Greece,and Lucretia of Rome, were both li- 
uing, ſhe would ſurpaſſe the one in beauty, and equall the 
other in modeſty. Thus euerp man yelded his cenſace, 
ſome one wap, and ſome another: but to conclude, al ſup⸗ 
poſed her ts he the liuely patterne of allpertecttens, ths 
Art of Paturs, and a Nymph ſupernaturall. Doroſa 
well hearing all their ſpeches, decr&de in his minds to 
haue a ſight of that earthly Paragon, oz euer he paſſed 
out of the confines ot Hungaria. Ulhiles Doroſa was 
thus in the middeſt ol his imagination, e the gentlemen 
ftill in the height ol their pꝛayſes, a Herauld entered the 
ball, a bowing himlelfe in reuerence of the County and 
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3 at the Table, deliueres his mefſage vnto this 
enca, 

Worthy County, the King gretes you well, gc. J am 
here oy bertue of Com million vader his Paieſties hand, 
do charge and commannd vou, vpon pain ol his Þ-ghnes 

diſpleaſure, that with all ſpeed, you gather by ſound ul 
Dumme, oꝛ otherwiſe, all ſuch foꝛces as can peſſibly bs 
made, within all theſe parts of the kingdome, and with 
them in all ha{t to repayze toward his Maieſtp: foz this 
day the great Turke, that high and migyty commander 
of all Aſia, inuadeth the Confines of Hungaria with a 
putTant Acme, oftwa handzed thouſand ſtrong & har⸗ 
dy Souldiers, ſwearing by Mabomet, Alcharon, and 
the Shzine of Micha, to wozke the vfterrnine of al this 
woztho kingdome. if the king will not giue him his 
fayꝛe daughter, the beautifull Albina to wiſe; the which 
all you knew how contrary the ſams is ts eur p;ofefſion 
and religion, ans rather had the Lady bereaue herſelfe of 
life, then become bound fo ſuch an helliſh Pagan, who 
already hath two hundzed wines, beſides thꝛee hundzed 
Concubines, all which he vſeth ana abuſeth at his plea- 
ſure, and rather had the king hazard both life and king⸗ 
dome, then to peeld ſo pzecious a Jewell to that vnchꝛi⸗ 
Kened Pahound. 

Theſe ſpeeches rayſed a quiuering feare in the harts of 
many of the Robles, knights, and Gentlemen, ſome fea- 
ring loſle of their liues, other the waſting ol their gods , 
ſome the captinitꝑ of their wines and childꝛen, and all the 
ruine and finall deſtruction of Hungaria. But this raiſed 
a confentin the hart of Doroſa, who had now vowedhim 
ſelfs to follow armes, and further hoped in theſe warres 
fo act ſomething that might be acceptable to the eares of 
that erquiſite Pzinceſſe. Supper being ended, the Dzums 
hundꝛed, the Trumpets ſounded, alarums were giuen, 
and Poſts ſent about with all ſpeed, ſo that by the next 
day ths County had full fifteene thouſand men in armes, 


Doroſa 
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Doroſa had in this time fitted himſelfe of a moſt ſtrong 
armour, taking a mighty launce, and a huge ſwoꝛd, called 
Slaughter, ſometimes belonging to a mighty Ring ol 
Gz2ecia, which had therehanged bp loz the ſpace of tws 
hundzed peares, no man once able ts weild the ſame, and 
then he tooks a notable Courſer out gt the table, fellow 
to the ſame the county himſelfrede vpon, two beter wers 
not in all the realme of Hungaria: Doroſa being thus 
richly mounted, made his ho ſe fetch ſuch cariers and la · 
noltees, as made the earth to quake & tremble at the reſo - 
inte boldneſſe ofſuch a rider: and being in this his bzaue. 
ry,ſo high was his valour and magnanimity, as he ſuppo, 
ſed himſells able fo encounter a puiſſant armie, by his 
obone ſtrength. The Connty ſceing him thus mounted, 
was fully reſolued that if foztune fhewed her ſslfe fauou⸗ 
rable, Doroſa would perfo2m migh ty dieds of chiualty in 
that battell. Thus being ail in readine fle they marched in 


very comely tquipage foward the Ring, who by this time 


was ready to enter info the ſielo, gauing in his arm thir⸗ 
ty thouſand ſouldſers: with him was likewiſe the Duke 
of Pozenna, hauing with him twenty chsuſand. Now 
when the Counties power was come, they were in all 
moꝛe then thzeſco28 thouſand firong, but the Turks had 
ths times ſo many : and further her pꝛoteſted, except the 
Bing would ſperdilp bing foꝛth his daughtet, to lay all 
Muugaria waſte, though it coſt the liues of thoſe pꝛeſent, 
and of ſiue hund2ed thouſand moze ſtrong and hardy Ja-

wiſe renaed ſuch a cuurage among the Hungariaus that 
no one ol them but endearoure3himelfe to the vttermoſt 
ol his power to excell other in deeds ol thiualiy: by this 
time had Doroſa mads a lane thzough the Turkes, and 
was got into the middeſt, where the Hungyrians were 
encloſed. Now there was in the Turks hoaſt & migb⸗ 
ty Gyant called Morda co, this helliſh monſter waonght 
great dammags to the Pungarians,beating down heꝛſe 
and man to the ground, which the king ſeeing, tooks a 
ſtrong Launte, and ran with all his might ag ainſt him, 
but nothing was able to ſtix him in his ſaddle: but Mor- 
daco ſeeing the king beloꝛʒe him, andpattip knowing him 
by the baautifulnes of his armour, lent him ſuch a ſtroke 
with his heauy mace, that ho fozcedhim ta kiſſe the earth.

furalt Inhabitants: but thy arme clearing vs from theſe 
miſts of miſerp, when all hope ol life was paſt, gath filled 
theſe playncs with an Ocean of bloud fraazehs hearts of 
thole curled milcreants, eternizing thy n e thzongh the 
wozthines ofthy valonr. 

With this all the people ſhouted l hue valiant 
and fo2tunate Doroſa, whoſe violence among oor ene- 
mies was like a ſto2me oftempett beating deten al hope 

of their Hatuec into the duſt, oꝛ like the waues of Nep- 
rune, buerturning their boats, making theit dead — 
ſes float in the bills wes of their owne blond. Doroſa 
bluſhing to hears theſe high commendations, knceled a · 
gain to the ground, and replyed in this manner. Mighty 
King, if J haue done anp thing wozthp the rehearlall, if 
was but the duty of a Sabiect foward his Peince, and foz 
your pzapfcs, J eſtæme ny (elſe alfegether vnweꝛthy, 
nerther was it np pꝛowelle, that ſo furtherev this vic⸗ 
fo2zy,but all thoſe wozthy Chieltaines and ſeuldiers,who 
like refolufe Lyons coled the pꝛide of this oner-daring 
Sultane, and ifif were my hap(quoth he)fo ſuccour your 
Paiefy, and the wozthy Pzince Feraro peur Donne, 
whoſe deſerts this day are wozthy to beaccounted in ths 
bigheTvegre: J hold that ſubiec wozthy lof death, that 
hill not hazard his life in the behalfe of Doueratgue 3 
ageinft all ſuch inlulting tyꝛants. With this the king im⸗ 
mediafely beſtowed on him the Order of Knighthod, to

And being come down 
the Poſtentered.infotheÞall, and hauing done his a⸗ 
beyſance, the Queens commaunden him to declare” his 
molage, which God grant (quoth ſhe) 2 8 Boodifts; fo | 
much deres. „ ; 

Nenommed Diane (quothbe)Samnot that blacks 
tell / tale ofenill miſfoztunes,but bzing voutidings of ont 
good ſueceſſe, and pour happy deliuerance: know then in 
bziefe (quoth he) that the Pagans. are put toflight,* the 
great Turke himſelſe taken pꝛiſoner, and moꝛe then a 
hundzed thouſand ol them lxe weltering tu their owns. 
bloud. Then fell her to diſcaurſing from point to point, 
krom the beginning to the ending. ol all enents happned 
in that battell. How they were almoſt diſcomfited, and 
how the valiancy ofone Doroſa was the oneiꝝ meanes 
ts entreaſe theircourage:how the king was ouerthꝛoton 
and like wiſe the Pzince Feraro, by the Giant Mordaco, 
and how Doroſa ſent the ſoule of that miſchieuous mon- 
Kerto attend vpon Pluto in his kingdo me ofdarkneſſe, 
and ho w he hoꝛſed againe the Pꝛince, and reſcaed the 
king in deſpire ofthe damned rout. 

Now aſſuredly we nerd not doubt how great delight 
theſe rare repoꝛts bzed in the hearts of all thoſe wozthis 
Ladyes, ſering they ſo nighly appertained to their fafety : 
With this the Queene role vp, and taking the mefenger 
by the hand, gaue him great thanks fo2 his gladſsme mei 
ſage: then turning to her daughter and Ladyes, ſayde - 
vnto them, how, o2 in what mauer ſhall we be able to ro. 
quire the vnſpeakable deſert of that famous Dorofa ? 
With this ſhe hauing commended her ſelfe by ſalutati- 
ons to the Ring, pulled the chaine krom off her necke, and 
ſent it to Doroſa, ſaping, giue this = that re nowmer 
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pouth, with hearty thanks from me, and all theſe wadiss 
here pꝛeſent fo2 his faithfull ſeruice, and valoꝛous ations 
in this craell warres. With this the beaulifull Albing, 
whoſe kart was almoſt rauiſhed with the rats tæpoꝛts 
of this exquiſite Martialiſt, roſe bp, and with a pieaſant 
demeanaur, pulled off a rich Diamond, which hung on a 
little chaine about her waiſt, and gaus it to the meſtenger, 
ſaying , ſæing theſe warres ſo: neerely enneerne my ſelſe, 
I thould ſemevery iugrateſull if chould fend: nothing 
vato that woꝛthie Doroſa, in ſigne with what thankſut- 
neſſe we recriue this moſt honozable ſeruice at his handa, 
and tell him from mee, J will be as readie ta requite his 
deſerts to the vttermoſt of my power, as he was foz ward 
witi the haz ard ot his life to purchaſe vs liberty. Mith 
this, all the Ladies applanding this happy vicozte, euer 
one ot them ſent one Jewell oz other ts that foztunate 
'Aragonian. bil 8. HP f 
The Poaſt thus hauing his charge, and being boun⸗ 
tifully rewarded fo his paines, with all expedition retur- 
ned toward the Campe, leauing the Wadies in all pofſible 
content. The meſſenger being come againe to the Ar- 
mie, declared to the Ring with what toy theſe newes 
were excepted at the Court, and hauing left no paint 
ofhis commaunds vnrehearſed, he went vnto Ferato and 
Doroſa, betwene whom was now entred ſuch a league 
of amity as continued vatill death, as you ſhall heare 
hereafter-, The meſſenger hauing ſaluted the Pzince,fury 
ned toward Doroſa, declaring.the commendations and 
thanks thoy all ingenerall had giuen him in charge. With 
this hes delivered the Chaine and Diamond, which the 
Mugneand her daughter had ſent, with all the Jewels of 
the reſt ofthe Ladies: which when Doroſa beheld, hee 
thought himſelfe happy that hee was deputed wozthy to 
rec eiue ſuch excellent fauours from thoſeexquiſite Ladies, 
but eſpecially of Albina. And taking the Chaine e Dia⸗ 
mond which ſhe had ſent, put it about his wilt, reſoluing 
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in his minde neuer to depart from the ſame during his 
life, inwardly vowing himſelle the loyallſeruant of that 
perelefſe Paragon. 5 EY 

While he was in this defermiuaſten,the King haning 
taken vꝛder foz the pziſoners ranſomes, aud deuided the 
ſpoyles, the greateft part whereof was attributed vnto 
Doroſa, Which was not ſo frankly giuen, but hie as frelp 
beſtowed it againe among other of the ſouldiers , which 
wone him no ſmall god will of all the common andinfe- 
riour ſozt. The ranſome of the great Turke was ſet at 
ſeauen thouſand thouſand pounds: all mhich the King of- 
feredfo beſtow vpon Doroſa, but Doroſa anſwered, he 
deſired no greater wealiß then his fauour therefoꝛe mot 
dꝛead Doneraigne (quoth he) beſte w this huge mae of 
mony vpon ſome other perſon, who von ſhall thinke meet, 
and were my opixion authentitall, ſæing the Turke cons 
trary to vour god will and liking, defited your daughter 
to wife , and foꝛ this cauſs made theſefo2cibleinuaſiong, 
he with his freaſure ſhould make her ſach a ſubKance as 
were ſufficient fe2 fs ioyue her with the greateſt Mo⸗ 
narch on the earth. The King highly thanked Dorofa fo; 
this aduice , and pzeſently o2dayned that his daughter 
thouldhane all the Turkes ranſome fozherdowaje. - - - 

This done, and the Seuldiours diſmiſſed, they allfaks 
their iournep foward the Court, euery one applanding 
the happinefe of this vicozy ; thus clipping Times 
wings with the teadiouſneſſe of their talke, within two 
dayes they were come within tenne miles of the Court: 
which the Quckne hearing, ſet foꝛth with the faire Albine, 
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and all her Pzincelp traine ot Ladies to miete them, all 
ciad in their ms co ſtly roabes, in ſigne of top and glad 
neſſe loꝛ this fo obtained vicozie : they met all together 
within thꝛe miles of the Palace, in a pleaſant vale calley 
the vale ol delight, where the king ſœing them, with tho 
reſt of the Noblcs , they all alightep off their $02(es,. 
Lhe Dnene likewiſe wtih her Danghter and VO 
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illatd out of their ſeuerall Coaches, Albins being clo a⸗ 
thed in a kirtle of white damaſke, all diapzed withbzan- 
ches ot ſtluer, hex Gowne ot purple coloured velnet, curi- 
oufly embꝛoidered with rich knobs of gols , the ſleenes 
thereofall ſet with Emeraulas of moſt rich x coftly pꝛice: 
the tramels ofherhaire like thegolven thzeds of Diana, 
ſay out from vavera filuerCauls, as though Lone hay 
there laid in ambuſh; vpon her head ths did weareagar- 
land ſet raund with Diamonds, Rubies, Carbuncles, and 
manx rich pearles and p2ecious ſtones of all ſoꝛts: about 
her lille necke ſhee did weare a ſumptuous Chaine, in 
middes whereof, bet wenne the ſnow white ozbes of her 
bzealfs,hung downe a rich Carbuncls, by Art,ftillgracing 
Nature, her eyes like the ſfarres of Ariadne, oz the 
beames of ths Sunne, retlecting vpon arocke of C hꝛiſtal, 
pleaving pitty in the heart of every man, which beheld 
this beautious obiett, the moſt golden Planet of her age, 
triumphed faite, in whom laireneſſe onely triumphed. 
This Paragon was no (wner pꝛeſented to the view of 
Doroſa, in whoſe bzowes Honour ſate all this while twi⸗ 
ning her golden ftreffes, but ſhaf the Idea of her perſesi⸗ 
ons, tere ſo lodged in his heart, that he ſweare to him⸗ 
ſelfe, all they which made ropoꝛts ot her beauty, were but 
partiall in their pꝛaiſes, in that they orte not halfe ſutici⸗ 
ent to counteruaile her excellencie. 

Doroſa ſtanding thus, dꝛeaming as it he has built Ca- 
ſtles in the ayze, was ſhaken ant of his dumps, as you 
tall pzeſently hears. The King and Nuene hauing ſa- 


lated and embꝛaced each other, the Queene made towatd 


Doroſa, which Feraro ſeeing, laid his hand vpb his ſhoul- 
der, ſaying; ſee dears friend where the Queens commeth, 
which Doroſa hearing, with a bluſhing countenanct, as 
he were chidden by him foz his obliuion, ſtepped toward 
her, and fallingdownevpon his knes, offered fo kiſſe her 
hand, which the graciouũ permitted: by this time the 
Pzincelle Albina hauing done her dutie to ths king her 
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Father, and heembzacingher fouingly in his armes, la- 
king alter her Mother, eſpied Doroſa, and fixing her ers 
ſtedfaſtly vpon him (the tyꝛant Loue now minding to 
agrauate her amour) ſhe moꝛe admired his beanty, then 
befo2e the repoꝛt of his valaur. Then grew he dumbe, 
with aͤdmiring, then ſighing becauſe ſhe was dumbe, 
bluſhing to heare her ſelfe ſigh, and then agame grew 
pale, fearingleaſt her bluſhing, dumbneCe, and ſighing, 
chould of any other be perceiued then ol her owne heart. 
After her warre of thoughts had taken ſome truce, the 
Ring noting all this while the ſuddaine mutations of her 
complexien, demaunded what griping griefe gauled her 
at the heart, oꝛ what extreamitie of paſlions daaue him 
into thele exfraozdinarie alterations. And to. miniſter 
ſome receipt ofcomfozt in her bitter agonie, bee tolde her 
her had (at the requeſt of Doroſa) beſtowed on her the 
Turkes ranlome. which was ſs great, as her dowgto 
ſhould be ſufficient to match with the moſt mighty king 
oꝛ Empercur in all Chꝛiſtendeme: which the Wzinteſſe 
hearing, wiſhed that Doroſa might be that Emperour, 
which thouldentoy both her and that great dow2ie.Theſe 
ſpeeches being ended, the Ring Withed his daughter to 
be thanklull to that happy Doroſa, who was now not on- 
ly aſecond Father vnto her, but euen vnts himſelte, pea 
and euen the generall god ot all Hungaria. At this com- 
maund Albina went toward this wozthis Arogonian, 
who ſeeing ber come, ſtode as one with ea lea in his eare, 
v2 a3 one with the Gozgons head kran ſfoꝛmed into a 
ſtone, gazing vpon her late with ſuch a turious ſuruisw, 
tgat caufed Albina with abluth to infuſe ſuch a vermillion 
die in her ſnow white fate, as farre ſurpaſſed that of Luna, 
when ſhe kiſſed the ſhepheard Endimion on the hillof 
Latmos; which Dotofaſeing, as a man newly waked 
out of ſome ſwerte ſlumber, withagracious demeangur 
fel! do wune vpon his kunt, offering in like manner ta kiſſe 
her hand: but the PzinceNo taking him by the arme vtte⸗

redtheſeſpeches. Moꝛthie knight ariſe, foꝛ ill it becom⸗ 
meth the flower of all Chiu alrp, and moſt excellent by des 
ſort, to knele to ſo ſimplea Lady as my ſelſe, rather let 
nie pꝛoſtrate my ſelfe at your fete, acknowledging your 
woꝛthineſſe fo be the onely ſuppozter of my life, vnto 
Whom J ſhall neuer be able to peeld ſufficient requitall :

Doroſa faling in his heart 
the extreameſt ol Leues martirdome, theſe gracious ſalu⸗ 
fations were but as toaments to encreaſe his paſſions 
and woes that further renewed his wounds, with a ſted⸗ 
faſt countenance, as one bui bis foꝛtune in her eyes, 
bꝛeathing out a ſig), and ſtapning his face withacomely 
bluſh, replied in this manner. | 
Diuine Pꝛinceſſe, .ſ&ing it pleaſeth you fo attribute 
fach pꝛaiſe to ſo ſmall atchieued victozies , and to pzoieſſe 
ſuch fufure friendſhip foz ſo flender ademerit; you haus 
not onely giuen me ſuch a reward as map ſurfcit me with 
content, but bound me your moſt dufifull ſernant, vntill 
the lateſt periode or my life. And were my deſert much, as 
it is ſcarce woꝛthie to be named, one friendly loke from 
ſs requiſitea Lady asyourſelfe , might be eſtæmed a ſuf? 
ficient guerdon foz the ſame. Longer had Doroſa tonti- 
nuedhis gratalations, but by this time the Ring was a- 
gains mounted on his Pallrap, and the Queene getting 
vp info her Coach, which fozced them to bzeake off the 
parly, and with a louely figneglauncing from their eyes, 
twke acongie to their talke foz a time. Do ſone as they 
were come tothe kings Palace, where all things were 
pꝛepared foꝛ a moſt rich and coftly ſupper, to refreth them · 
ſelues with their Pzincely Cates after their late _— 
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Che Table being conered, enery ons was placed accez- 

ding to his wozthinele, Doroſa this night was places 

nert vato the Kings -Pighnefſe, ouer againſt hun the 
Duke ol Pozenna, and by him the Cauntꝑ of Turraine, 
and ſo fozth, every ont of the Hobles in their oꝛder at a 

ſquare Table, ouer againft them (ate the Quæne and her 
Ladies. But Doroſa all this ſupper time was ſo buſie in 

contemplating his moſt glozious obiect (the Painceſſs 
Albina, who was ſeated auer againſt him) that he fed 
with a lender appetite, verifying the ode pꝛauerhe, V bi 
animus, ibi oculus, leauelling the arrowes of his axes at 

the buts ol her beauty, in ſuch ſoꝛt, as if ſhe had beene the 

articke point, and they the Piedle, dꝛawne by the attra⸗ 

aiue vertue of the Adamant, neuer abls to turns untill 
they failed by variation, they alone did the office at the 
tongue and hand, as truſty Secretaries and faithfull Poſs 
ſengers of the effects of the minde, often bluſhing, and 

againe mingling his outward bluſhing with inward figh- 
ing, and ſighing, became dumbe, ſoz feare leaſt hislokes 

fo publique atfell-tale ofhis loue, ſhould be perceiued of 
any other then of her, whom ſo much he deficed.. Albiaa

Being thus troubled in herthonghts.fozmented at the 
heart, and diſtempered in her bꝛaines, che raiũng her ſelle 
in her bedde, and leaning her head on her hand, and per 
teiuing her maides were all faſt aſleepe,ſhefellinto theſe 
teatmes: Ah Alb ina, what ffrange and extraoꝛdinarie 
paſſiens are theſe that thus chalengs intereſt in thy hart? 
oz what vnaccuſtomed fozurents do thus afflict thy mind: 
oz what is it that thus imperionfly firanizeth in thy pos 
dirgin and harmoteſſe bꝛeaſt, and bereaueth 9 — 
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wonted quiet reſt? poi ſoule, what ſtrange ſire doſt thou 
enduro, burning like Etna wittzin, and how doſt thou 
nourichthe ſame, and Salamander like liueſt therein 2 
Oh Albina, thou with earneft gazing againft the Bunne 
art become blinde, by ſtaring at the ſtarres haſt ſtumbled 
on the ſtones, and by thinking ts ſip ol Loue, haſt already 
d2unken at oncs ſo large a dʒaft, that thou art wholy dzun- 
ken with the venome ol his dzugs. Fond girle, why did 
thou poyſe the wozth or his valour, at the pꝛice of thy life e 
oꝛ take in that at the eis which conſumeth the whole bo⸗ 
die? Cur aliquid vidi; cur noxia lumina feci * Thau haſt 
roued Albina beyond the Mone, and if thou pteld to theſe 
paſſions, ſhalt let thy barke ſayle beyond the moſt honou⸗ 
rable point oł thy tompaſſe. And wherein fond Wench? 
but euen in the tempeſtuous ſea of Loue, ready ifthou 
ſhunne Syzfes, to ſinke inte Symphiagades, amids the 
Pikes, betweene Scilla and Charibdis, thy boate being 
guided by ſuch a Pilot as delighteth only in the chipwꝛack 
ofthemhecarrieth 2 And on whom fond kale haſt thou 
fixed thy fancte 2 on a ranger, what though Valiant? pet 
thy fathers vaſaile, and although beautifull, yet of baſe 
birth and kindzed. Milt thou fond wench ſettle thy ſelle 
fo Fancie, and foꝛgetting thy eſtate, the honour of thy 
race, and thy fathers care, cometothe Lure without cal⸗ 
ling? yea, andneglecting the offer of mighty Kings; dots 
on one of ſo means parentage and calling. Why if thou 
intend fo loue, pet loue one ofthine owne Country, and 
peeld to the requeſt of that honourable and right wozthis 
man the Duke of Pozenna, of Whoſe loyaltie thou haft 
had long experience. Tuſh vaine wench, lohp doeſt thou 
thinke to ye&ldthy lone to eicher of them ? no, foꝛget theſs 
amours, ſettle thy ſelfe to thy reſt, and ariſe early and fall 
fo thy Ne&dle, Otiam ſi tollas periere cupidinis arcus, 
Then Albina, thinke no mozeof Doroſa, his beauty oz 
valiancie: yea, and if thou canſt not quench the coales of 
defire with fo2getfulnes, vet rake them vp in the aſhes ol 
modeſty ; 
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modeſty: carrie two taces onder one Hod, couer thy flas 
ming fancie with a faigned ſhew, beare a painted ſheath 
with a leadden dagger, and a merrie tountenance, though 
a melancholly minde: and of all thy Fathers Knights, 
oftceme Doroſa the loaf, yea, and ſv much the leſte as ha 
is the latest. With this faking fozthher Lute which lay

Thus hauing finiſhed her Oade, ſh@ ſh2owred her 
ſelle againe in her bed, and betwke her ſelle to her ſlu m- 
bers, ſulip intending by the bzidſe of teaſon to maiſter 
her affections, as inde de ſhe did fez a fie. Now on the 
other five, Doroſa who was further p3icked with the ex⸗ 
treamitꝑ ofhis paſſions, hauing taken his congie ofths 
company , and being entred into his chan ber, lell into 
theſc complaints ; Unfoꝛtunate Doroſa, gaſt thou eſcaped 
from the ſerie oftheſe hoꝛrible warres, and in then gay» 
ned fame foz thy valvar, and hat now receiued ſuch a 
wound by beauty, that it mut coll the thy life 2 Fond 
Doroſa, hath Leue ſhot his wounding arrow, lo that ths 
wound is altegether moztail 7 and with whom art lheu 
in loue? with no lefſe perſon then Albins, a Pꝛinceſſe by 
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haſt thou not read, that Bucephalus will ſtoupe fo nene 
but te Alexander: Mercurjus Pipe will be tuned ol none 
but Orpheus, no2 ſuch great Ladies be cour ted of any but 
ofgtcat Leds? Mhat Dorol?, canſt not thoy not ſi the 
Sunne, but with the fliſh Eagle thou ſa keſt fo build 
thy neſt therein, and fo burne out thine eyes with that 
pꝛeud luſt 2 Pet Doroſa, whet if Albina bea Kings 
daughter, art not they like wi⸗d the Sonne of that late 
renswmed Fragoſa ? and what if ſhe be beautilull, hath | 
not nature endued ther with the like perfeatons 2 Ah Do- 
roſa, buf though then hadſt a mighty Father, thou art 
but a lteble Donne, baniſhed from thy lends , from thy 
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Country and kindꝛed by an vnkinde brother: leaue then 
theſe tearmes, leaſt as the birs Celos wandꝛing frem her 
ns, cannot returne thꝛdugh loꝛgetfulneſſe, and ſez euer 
all er abandoneth company: ſo thou by remembꝛing what 
thou halt bene, foꝛgetteſt what thou art, and by an aſpi⸗ 
ring minde ſ#king to clime catcheſt ſuch a fall, that thou 
loſeit thy new friend with thy olde. Then Doroſa, ſæke 
to allay thy aſſaulting paſſions with whallsme medifatis 
ons: and ficlt, thinke with thy ſelfe what bath allured 
the to loue, her wealth, her wit, oꝛ her beauty, her boha⸗/ 
utour, 02 her bꝛauerie: if her wealth, contemne riches, 
and learne to be wiſe, and with Pyrhagoras deſpite that 
god, which with liber ality is waffed and loft, and by 
ſparing dos ruſt and rot: if ſhe be witty, why, the moza 
wilty the moze wanton, foꝛ women holo this Axiome foꝛ 
autgenticall, to be witty and not waaton, is pꝛeciſeneſſe. 
And hath her beaufy allured th? tuſh Doroſa, the freſh» 
oſt colour ſaneſt fade, the golden Apple is mot infected at 
the caare, and the fine Cambꝛicit ſoner ſtapned then the 
come Canuaſſe. Dianira was latre, yet her iealouſie 
the deſtruction ofthe moſt mighty Hercules: none moze 
beautifull then Hellen, pet her vbnconſtancie the ouer⸗ 
thzow-of Kingdomes: and Angelica was of a moſt pure 
tomplexion, pet ſo pꝛoud, as bythe oyer-wening of her 
ſelfe ſhe contemned all men. Thinke Doroſa, that forma 
numen habet, was rather the ſaying of a ſale then the 
ſentenceofa Philoſopher; fo2 the Cheſt nut Tre bꝛing· 
eth fo2ih the ſoſt (wat Chet · nut out of the pꝛickly and 
hard huſke: the fone Galactides, though it be blacke in 
ſhew, yet being bꝛoken, it pzoduceth matter moze white 
then milke, and the foule& Toad hath the moft pꝛecious 
ſtone in his head. And as fo2 beauty of it ſelfe, it fadeth 
with the Winters blaſt, and is parched with the Som⸗ 
mers Sunne, euetꝝ wzinile is ready to detace it, and tha 
Jealt ſcarre is read to ruinate the ſame, which ik it eſcape, 
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Forma bonum fragile eſt, quantu — ; accedit.adannos ; 
fir minor & ſpacie carpitur ipſe ſuo. 

And what then Doroſa hath enticed ther? her nne | 
Why, the Elkritch hath faire feathers but ranke fleſh. 
In painted pots is hid the moſt deadly poyſon: and gay 
attired women are likt the Ermine, whoſe ſkinne is de- 
* fired, but whoſe tarkaſte veſpiſed. Nomen Doroſa ara 
extreame in all extreamities, Eſt in eis pietas Crocodili 
aſtutia Hienæ. Then ifthoupzotendeftfo loue, thinke to 
how many impostunities thou ofteteſt thy: ſelfe. The 
woꝛzthie Emperour Marcus frith: It a man lone them 
not, they acconnt him a villaine; if ha ſoue them, they. 

thinke him light: ir her leaus them, they repute him a co- 
ward: if he follow them, he is loft: il he ſerus them, hee 
is not regarded: it he ſerue them not, ha is hated of them. 
In another place he ſaith , they take ſo off the bit in the 
teeth, that in doing euill there is nobzidle can refraine 
them, and lo flow to doe well, that no ſpurre can pꝛicke 
them foꝛward: they are lonely by nature, hut becommeth 
Serpents by malice : they are canſtant in nothing but in 
inconſtantie, Caſt eſt quam nemo rogeuit, And as alats. 
Mꝛiter ſaith, 
Vult dare ſed cupiens, ſimplex & bonelte videri: 
Denegat & pugnat, ſed vult ſuper omnia vinci : 
And Socrates ſaith, women are moꝛe malicious then a 
ſerpent, moꝛe onuious then a Cyꝛant, and moꝛe deceitſun 
then the Diuell. All venomous beats haue not ſo much 
popſon in their tailes, as they haut in theit tongues: they 
are mala neceſſaria: yea, and to continde, though they 
were made ofthe perfecions of man — 1 - 
they haut taſted of the infection ofthe ( 
together become co2fives. prone mak wilt how -— 
come ſome biting Satiriſt, that then artthus.enutong * 
⁊gaintt their ſere, haddeſt thou not kh beingromoneof | 
them? is it not an euill bird that will pick at 
eyes? Fond fehle, kepe a Hatch beloꝛs the dane „let not 
thy: 
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thy tonguerunnebefoze thy wit: was there not as well 
a chaſte. Lucrecia, as a wanton Lais: as well apure 
Electra, as a pꝛodigisus Pafiphz : as well akinde Al- 
ceſte, as an vntonſtant Cre ſſide: as well anhoncnrable 
Penelope, as an vnhoneſt Helen, and as well a denout 
Iudith, as a micked lezabeil ? Dor not then Doroſa, ap- 
p2onsethe opinion of ſs few men, neither inferre a generall 
concluſion vpon aparticularp2opoſition : fo2 as the earth 
baingeth fozth both the Ber to giuehony: and the Spider 
_ foyeidpoyſon: ſo are thers ſome women as vertuens as 
any were vicious, and then thinke Doroſa, if any be en⸗ 
dued with vertue, Albina is vertueus, yea, honour Al- 
bin, fausur Albina, ſexue and loue Albina, pet ſa, that 
thou make not thy ſelis ſlaue vnto Cupid, no2 vowed ſer⸗ 
nant vnto Venus. Doroſa haning thus paciſted himſelte, 
leaning his head downe, fell into a ſlumber.

Thus continued they hiding the flames of their loue, 
in the cinders of their bzeaſts, foꝛ the ſpace ot ont whole 
yeare. Doroſa all this while encreaſing in the Rings fa- 
uour, and generally belaued of all the Nobles-in ths 
Court, one onely excepted, as you ſhall pꝛeſentiy heare. 
Mordeno the Duke ot Pozenna, bꝛoiling in the heat of 
bis affection toward Albina, and oppaeſt with the fury ot 
tealouũe againſt Doroſa, featinghim to be hiscozrinatin 
his loues, Tipon this ſuſpition, I ſay,Mordeno fell in ex⸗ 
tre ame hatred toward this wozthy Aragonian, and ha- 
uing alreadie ſelicited his ſute, and finding the hope of 
bis Uint age, nipt with the kroſt ol deniall( tos in truth al · 
though Albina conered her coales ol Fancie with tained 
aſhes, yet could che loue none but Doroſs, in that ſhe ſoũo 
not any his equall.) Mordeno ſwing this, was fully pers 
ſwaded that Doroſa was the only man that made his de⸗ 
fires ſozt to ſobadeffect. Thus ruminating on his me- 
lancholy paſſions, and raging in theſe fits of iealouſte, he 
p2etended fe cut the graſte fcom vader his fete, and leaff 
be ſhould rob him of his Lone, he intended by treaſon fo 
bereauehim ol his life. Thus continued the pad hidden 
in the ſtraw loz the ſpace of halſe a yeare, Mordeno find⸗ 
ing no meanes to intrap Doroſa within his ſnares ot en · 
uis. Now it chanced one euening, as Doroſa was walk - 
ing in an Arbour, adioyning to one of the Gardens of 
the Rings Palace. The Pzincefſe Albina thinking to 
relreſh her ſelfe wilh the colenefſe of the aire, toke a 
couple of her Damoſels, and walked into the Garden, 
where they were no ſoner centred, but they eſpied Doroſa 
in the Arbour.

Acteon ts be ſurpꝛiſed with her beautie: while hee thus 
ſtod , as coales-raked vp in ihe imbers will at laſt 
bꝛeake out infoa flame; ſo Loue rene ed ſuch a frech 
aſſault, that he ſtod gazing; not able any way to remus 
bimlſelfe : but gathering his ſenſes together, and percet- 
ning he was alreadp eſpied, thinking this would be noted 
foz his miſdemeandur, pluckt vp his ſpirits z» and paſed 
fowarts the Pziaceſſe, and being come nigh; ſaluted her 
in this wiſe; Divine iſtreſle, if I ſeemed negligent in 
my duetp, 03 llacke in ſalutations fowatd.your Perſon, 
I humbly craue pardon, which Jhope will be the eafter 
obtained, and pon the mo2e willing to excuſe my ſollp, by 
meaſuring the cauſe of the offence : ſing. the attraciug 
power of ydur beauty had ſo ſurpꝛiſed my ſenſcs, that 
doubting with the Troiane Bop on the mount Jda, J 

had læne the beautiſull Venus, ftrining to obfaine the 
ſentence of her excellency, andfo2 my ouermuch gazing 
ſhonld haue bane metamo2phoſed by ſome celeſtiall Dei⸗ 
tie. And eyther with Ar cas bene made ſubictt fo the bow 
of her Sonne Perſeus, 62 being tranſfoꝛmed with Acte- 
on, thould haue fozthwith becomea p2ay to the implaca⸗ 
ble Curs. 

Doroſa hauing bttered theſe ſp&ches., the Paincefſe 
painting her face with a Uermillion dye, repiied in this 
manner: Sir Doroſa, pardon ought alwaies to be gran- 
ted where the offender hath already deſerned foꝛgiuenes: 
but where no offence hath biene commit ted il is ſo much 
the eafter granted. But as foz your ſtanding fo long fi- 
lent, it is rather to be thought that pou were ruminating 
of ſome melanchol paſſid, then ſo idle es fs ſtand ſo long 
leking on her that is neither wozky aloke, no; —

Mordeno hauing theſe iealous imaginations 
in his mind, kept whely at the Court, watching moze was 
ri{p then euer did Argos aver the danghter of Inachus, and 
perteiuing the Pꝛinteſſe ts be walked into the garde,p2e- 
featiyrepaired thither, pꝛettd ing ofvpyo2tunity lent him 
a fausur able aſpect, to lay a new ſiege to her foałxeſſe, oꝛ at 
the leaſt, to make his eies the ſcout, leaſt any other ſyould 
ſound the alarum contrary to his liking.
